Howard Elliott, chairman of

clared that the United States govern- 
ment H deliberately defrauding 
the 


railroads out'of 115,000,000 a year by 
compelling the roads lo carry ordinary 
mftliB • "without' compensation. • Counting 
In the parcel post under the new weight 
limit authorized 
by the Postmaster 


Sonera). Mr. Elliott said the govern 
ment Is taking from J600.000 to J900.000' 
a year from the1 New Haven alone. 


He said the railroads in the past 10 


years have been trying more and more 
to do an honest business in the 'belief 
that honesty is the best policy, and 
the moral effect on young men in the 
business has been good because 
they

cal Park obtained the permission of th« 
authorities to try the effect ot catnip 
on the animals there. So far as known 
catnip does not grow in the natlv; 
homes of these animals, and thl* *« 
the first tfond they "had ever amelled 
it. 


The scent of the plant filled the whole 


place, and ns eoon as It reached th< 
parrots' corner the two gaudily attired 
macaws set up a note that told fear- 
fully on the nerves of all and made for 
thai sldo of their cage, poking their

catnip was brought near them they be- 
came nearly frantic. They were given
